THE MISSING TALLY SHEET IN THE 


TWENTIETH PRECINCT FOUND. 


It Shows That the Returns for President 
of ths Board of Assessors and Auditor 


Were Changed on the Poll Books—The 
Official Count—Recorder Carlisle’s Po- 
sition. 


The Republicans in the last election intro- 
duced a new element into politics, which 
Is in its way somewhat unigue, 
but certainly very effective, The 
art preservative in the shape 
ot a snap shot kodak camera for taking the 
picture of repeaters repeating was applied 
ina most successful manner.The Republican 
City Committee has now in process of devel- 
opment the pictures of repeaters which 
will certainly make trouble for some 
of them. There are about three 
dozen pictures in all, but how many of them 
win turn out well is not certaihly known. 

The plan of operation was simple in 
its detalis, and it is surprising 
that it was not tried before this. Most of the 
professional repeaters are more or less 
known to both sides, and as soon as oue of 
them turned up he was instantly spotted by 
the man with the camera and his assistant, 
the button was pressed and a record taken of 
t he name he voted the time of day he did it 
and some remark or objection made so that 
the man's identity and vote would be more 
or less impressed upon the judges. 
Then the assistant took up the 
trail and leaving the man with 
the kodak to catch another offender, he went 
out and followed the repeater to the next 
polling piace where he would, by 
a preconcerted signal, let the camera man 
at that. polling place know that the 
man whom he had trailed was a re. 
peater. This being understood the assistant 
would engage the repeater in conversation 
long enough to get him into a good position 
and again note would de taken of 
the name voted the time, etc. This 
system was carried out very effectively all 
Gay Tuesday and all that is requisite 
now is a successful development of 
the plates or films in the 
kodaks. With these pictures and 
considerable other testimony as to repeaters 
and other frauds the Republican Committee 
expects to make things rather lively in the 
wards in the center of the city. 

Secretary Rohlfing ws seen by a SUNDaY 
POST-DISPATCH reporter yesterday and 
asked if the evidence secured was such that 
the committee would begin criminal pro- 
ceedings at once. He seemed 
anxious to avold any discussion 
of the committee’s intention. He said, how- 
ever, that he thought that tbe photographs 
taken would develop all right, and if they 
did about forty of the ‘‘Indlans’’ would be 
landed in the penitentiary.

STATUE LIES IDLE. 


A Newspaper’s Sharp Criticism of the Pres- 
ident of the Reichstar—Von Capriviand 
Herr Miquel Net at War—Prospects cf 
the Passage cf the Army Bili—Guards 
Placed Alcng the Route the Kaser 
Will Passe Over in Going to Rome. 


BERLIN, April 8.—Like everything connected 
with Bismarck, the celebration of his last 
birthday has stirred some bad blood in Ger- 
man politics The Leipsic Gazette in apparent 
‘disgust with the fiatterers in Berlin who 
try to please the Emperor by slighting the 
ex-Chancellor, has let loose a torrent of scorn 
upon Herr Von Levetzow, President of the 
Reichstag, because he refuses to take steps 
toward applying toits proper uses the Bis- 
marck monument fund under his super- 
vision. This fund amounts to some 
1,700,000 marks. Contributions to it were 
received immediately after Bismarck’s fall 
and the understanding of the contributors 
was thatthe money was to be applied as 
goon as 1,000,000 marks had been collected. 
Naturally the site was expected to be in Ber- 
lin. Since Bismarck began speaking his 
mind about the Emperor, however, the com- 
mittee in charge of the fund, and most con 
spicuously Herr Von Levetzow. the COhbal 
man, have been paralyzed by fearthat any 
step toward honoring Bismarck with a mon- 
ument would offend the Emperor aud have 
allowed the money tw lie idle for two years 
after work should have begun. The Leipsic 
Garctte remarks ironically that perhaps Herr 
Von Levetzow has forgotten about the fund, 
asa few weeks ago his lapse of memory had 
become so remarkable that he omitted to 
mention Bismarck as one of the few mem 
bers of the North German Reichstag who 
had sat in the present House. ‘‘If Berlin 
feels ashamed to honor the greatest of mod. 
ern Germans,“ adds the Gazette, ‘‘Leipsic

monument the unest spot within the city 
limits.’’ 

This article has been widely quoted and ap- 
proved, and there is a loud demand that the 
Monument Committee either cease licking 
the Emperor’s hand or get out of office. The 
monument is expected to be completed dur- 
ing Bismarck’s life, and to fulfil this expec- 
tation it will be necessary for his admirers to 
select a site within a week and offer prizes 
for designs, as despite all reports to the con- 
trary, the Prince’s health is shattered so 
completely that his physicians believe he will 
not live long. 

THE CELEBRATION KEPT UP. 

Prince Bismarck has been keeping up his 
birthday celebration all the week, holding 
daily levees. The number of visitors to 


Friedrichsrhue ig now failing off. The Prince 
insists upon spending his evenings with the 
family in quietness, receiving his visitors 
oniy in the day time. The torchlight pro- 
cession in his honor has again been postponed 
till April 11, which is the anniversary of the 
birth of Princess Bismarck. 

Thetextofthe Prince’s speech delivered 
inreply tothe congratulations of the Bohn 
students has strong Bismarckian touches. He 
said that when he wasastudenthe did not 
study. Forthis he was sorry, because he 
founda later that he could not repair his neg- 
lected time. Still, he added, I would not 
have been horrified if my sons had commit- 
ted, student-like, the excesses of students.

He approves the granting of Government 
concessions to the opposition in both the 
Reichstag and Landtag, andaims at getting 
further control of the Ministry if Chancellor 
von Caprivi goes out of office. The railway 
bill has killed the bill before the Lower 
House of the Prussian Diet. 

The Chancellor commercial treaty has been 
strengthened by official statistics that have 
been issued at Vienna giving the results of 
the first trade under the Austro-German 
commercial treaty. Despite the reduction in 
tariffs on agricultural products the exports 
from Austria to Germany were but slightly 
increased. The exports of pigs ipcreased 184 
per cent. The exports of wheat, corn, beans, 
rye and cattle actually decreased. The re- 
port thus disproves the contention of the 
agrarians, which is incessantly heard in and 
out of the Reichstag, that the treaty has in- 
jured German farmers. It assists to prove 
that the trade in agricultural production de- 
pends primarily upon the harvest and not 
the tariff. The harvest in Germany in 1892 
was good. M hat additional corn was wanted 
was gotten from the United States. 

Count von Schouvalof, the Russian Am- 
bassador, has hada conference with Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi, during which he ex- 
plained to the Chancellor the divergencies 
between Russia and Germany on seconding 
points of the proposed Russo German com- 
mercial treaty. Count von Schouvaloff 
stated that the Czar was desirous of an early 
conclusion of the negotiations.

TO PROTECT THE KAISER. 


Rome, April8.—The Swiss Government is 
making extraordinary efforts to protect the 
special train of Emperor William from dyna- 
miters on April 20, when he and his suite will 
pass through the country on their way tothe 
silver wedding of King Humbert in Rome. 
More thana hundred detectives have been 
strung along the Emperor’s route 
from border to border. Every foot 
of track over which the train will 
pass will be inspected next Saturday 
and Sunday, and special guards will be 
strung out all along the line for twelve 
hours before the train will be due. These 
precautions have been taken at the request 
of Emperor William and King Humbert in 
consequence of the persistent rumors that 
Anarchists and Nihilists who swarm in 
Switzerland threatened that Emperor 
Willlam should never reach Rome alive. 
Several raids have been made by the police 
in the Nihilist and Anarchist colonies of 
Zurich, Genevaand Berne this week in the

How the Liquor Traffi> Will Be Conducted 
In South Carolina. 


CHARLESTON, S. O., April 8.—For some time 
past strenuous efforts have been made by the 
Prohibitionists to pass some high license 
law, ora prohibitionary measure. As long 
asthe State remained under the control of 
the ‘‘straight-out’’ Democrats they were un- 
able to secure the passage ofthis, their pet 
desire. But in 190 a new regime came into 

ower inthe State. There was the chance 

or which the Prohibition party had been 
patiently waiting. This new party. 
by B. R. Tillman, the Governor, 
snapped eagerly at the opportunity 
to pass a measure which all 
the conservative Democrats had refused to 
enact. After several failures a bill to regu- 
late the sale of liquor (the law as it now 
stands) was introduced in the Senate. This 
bill purposed to put the sale of liquor under 
the control of the State and expected to have 
sub-dispensaries established in each county 
and in the principal cities. When the pro- 
hibition bill reached the Senate its fate was 
entirely inthe hands of the Tillman party, 
The former amendment was stricken out, the 
dispensary or regulation bill in- 
serted as a new amendment, 
gag law practiced, debate cut off 
to five minutes, and on the last night of the 
session the reform party of South Carolina 
drove the last nail in the con. The passage 
of the bill in this manner through the Legis- 
lature was by many belleved unconstitu- 
tional, and the assumption by the State of 
the right to invalidate the sale of liquor 
(when she herself purposed to engage in It) 
was considered a prostitution of the police 
wer under which she pretended to act. 
ut the Liquor Dealers’ Association, 
as a whole, has about despaired 
of fighting the law successfully, and 
from all appearances the law will be 
carried into execution beginning July 1. The 
Irw will close up all bar-rooms and club- 
houses. It will create a manopoly on a 
trade that has hitherto been as free as the 
air. It will change the dignified and honor-

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A TENDER SPOT 


Postmaster-General Bissell Objects 
to Ax-Wielding Charges. 


His Assistant, Mr. Maxwell, Is Making 
Fourth-Class Postmasters Slowly. 


THERE WERE 5,000 VACANCIES MARCH 
4 AND THERE ARE 4,500 NOW. 


Removals of Republicans Whose Com- 
missions Have Not Expired Few, and 
in Those Cases the Cause Was Not 
Political—A Comparison Between the 
Official Guillotine Worker: of Two 
Administrations. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8,—The Post- 
master-General and the President are very 
much disturbed by the stories that have gone 
from here concerning the extent to whichap 
pointments and removals in fourth-class 
postoffices have been made. Very few more 
dishonorable attacks have been made upon 
an Administration than this rald of civil ser- 
vice reformers. The people who have in- 
dulged init know thoroughly well that they 
are misrepresenting the fact and are assail- 
ing men who have acted with more careful 
regard tocivil service law than their prede- 
cessors for several years. The difference be- 
tween the methods employed by this Aamin- 
istration and those of the Harrison Adminis- 
tration are so marked that they should at- 
tract the attention of the most casual ob- 
server. 

Mr. Bissell is one of the feading civil ser. 
vice reformers of Buffalo. He has devoted 
his time and energy to the cause and has ex- 
pended his money in its behalf for as many 
yearsasthe reform question has been agi- 
tated. He is just as determined and sincere 
a friend of Civil Service Reform to-day as he 
was when appointed Postmaster-General 
and he says so lone that as he continues in 
office he will live upto its principles con- 
scientiocusly and completely. 

Mr. Maxwell, who has been denounced 
from one end ofthe land trthe other as a 
reckless headsman, about whose conduct 
newspapers have indulegd in the flaming 
headline, Maxwell Wields the Ax, or the 
Ax at Work again, is a man who believes 
that it is very much more to the advantage 
of his party to make good appointments than 
to make them with great rapidity. 

Mr. Cleveland, as is well-known, is intol- 
‘erant of any such recklessness as that of 
which his friend and the Postmaster-General 
have been accused. He understands thor- 
oughly the facts in the case and has not 
issued any order to decrease the number of 
removals or appointments for the simple 
reason that he does not believe there is oc- 
casion for such an order. 

The appeal to Mr. Bissell, made the other 
day by the New York Evening Post, to ‘*walk 
more completely in the sunshine and to 
court publicity more’’ was simply insolent 
dishonesty. Ihe occasion for this outbreak 
ofunneeded adviceto the Postmaster Gen- 
eral was the order suspending the publi- 
cation of the lists of daily removals 
and appointments. Mr. Bissell’s intention 
in making this order which was suspended 
after a few hourson account of a heed- 
less and ignorant outcry against it was to 
compel real publicity. The list contained not 
only the names of the new appointees and 
those whom they succeeded, but announced 
also whether the old postmasters were re- 
moved or had died or resigned. In sending 
out the news of removals and appointments 
many of the press agencies contented them. 
selves with simply announcing the number 
and exclaiming over the activity of Mr. Max- 
well’s Ax. Mr. Bissell bas endeavored from 
time to time to secure publication of full in- 
formation of these lists. If that information 
had appeared in the same announcement 
that gave the numbers of new postmasters 
the country would not have been disturbed 
by any feeling that a hot-headed partisan 
was turning 65,000 fourth-class Post-offices 
into a great political machine. It was to 
compel this publication that the order was 
issued to suspend the announcement of the 
lists, which had been distributed with 
hostile intent against the Administration, 
It was the rostmaste:-General’s purpose 
further to have prepared himself at inter- 
vals such a statement of the full truth of the 
removals and appointments, and about the 
significance of the number. 

Whenthe Administration came into office 
on the 4th of March there were 5,000 vacan- 
cies on the fourth-class offices. It became at 
once the duty of the Department to flir 
these vacancivs as speedily as possible in 
order that the postal service might not be 
unduly crippled, and that the people who 
livein the communities where postinasters 
had died or resigned should not be kept with- 
out the privilege of the mails any longer than 
was absolutely necessary. How important 
and frequent are the changes of fourth-ciass 
post - omces may be judged from the fact that 
5,000 vacancies were expected on the 4th 
of March. Fourth-class post-offices are not 
only constantly losing their heads, but are 
constantly increasing in number. »ince Jan. 
1, for example, 200 new fourth-class post- 
offices have been created. ‘These facts in- 
dicate the demand for appointments made 
by the ordinary exigencies of the service. 
The Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General’s 
office is a very busy piace, owing to the con- 
stant changes and increase, and if there 
were no politics in the country, and no 
political party exixting, and no political 
consideration ever taken into account, the 
number of changes and appolnt ments would 
necessarily be considerabie. 

How rapidly the work of making the nec- 
essary appolitments has gone ou may de 
judged trom the following figures. The total 
number of fourth-class offices appointed 
from March 4, 1893, to April 8, 1893, inciusive, 
is 873. In other words the new appointees 
wou ldcome short of meeting the demand by 
nearly 4, 200. 

ig is not true, however, that all the ap- 
pointments have been made to fill vacancies 
then existing. Other vacancies have oc- 
curred, andthere have been removals made 
so that there are probabiy between 4,500 and 
4,700 vacancies that existed on the éth of 
march still unfilled, 

Of the 878 appointments 508 were made to 
All vacancies Caused by resiguations or death 
and there were3870 removals. Of these remov- 
als ninety were of partisan Republicans ap- 
ae by Mr. Harrison at the beginning of 

is Administration who had serveda full 
term ot four years. Of the remaining 280 
every one Was removed for cause. 

From the assaults that have been made on 
the Administration on account of these 
fourth-class removals the impression is ¢on- 
wares that all removals have been made ior 
political reasons, whereas not a single 
one has been made from any such mo- 
tive. If those who have been. anxious 
to discredit the Administration and 
who have assumed for the purpose 
of their wariare that fourth- 
class postmasters never die, never resign, 
and should remain in office for lite had asked 
afew questions that would naturally occur 
to men in the pursultof truta they would 
have learned the serious causes which have 
governed the Postmaster-General and Mr.

between March 4, 1889, and April s. 1889, 1,328 
appointments. While Mr. Bissell has filled

and made only 870 removals, the Harrison 
officials filled only 508 vacancies and made 825 
removals.

Not a Single Fact on Which to Ease the 
Thrilling Stcry. 

On page 2 of yesterday’s Globe- Democrat, 
purporting to beatelegraphic dispatch, un- 
der date of Clarksville, Tenn., April 7, ap- 
peared a remarkable story.

Dr. Font- 
enay adopted tue children of his victim, and 
on his death left them his fortune. Now this 
same story, under date of Louisville, Ky., 
was published in the Republic of Friday 
morninu on page 1. ‘This very same story 
was offered to the POST-DI«*PAYTrcH trom 
Clarksvilie, Tenn., on Wednesday. By wire 
it was ascertained that it was a pure fake, a 
bit of fiction, the skeleton of a novel. There 
never was a Dr. Fontenay in Clarksville, nor 
was there ever a Mr. Feltner there, dead or 
alive. There was not a single fact in the 
whole story. It was not published by the 
Posr-DisPatTcH. It appeared in fuli in Fri- 
day’s Republic and Saturuay’s Globe- Democrat.

IR. GLADSTONE’S YOUTH. 
A few weeks ago Pope Leo said that Mr. 
Gladstone and himself were the two 


youngest statesmen in Europe in spite of 


their years. 
This shrewd bit of pleasantry received 
Glad- 


stone was concerned, by the magnificent 


speech on home rule delivered in the 


House of Commons Thursday night. 
Never before was seen so wonderful an ex- 
hibition of intellectugl vigor in one so old 
and for acumen, readiness, dexterity and 
logical power it has seldom been equaled. 
All of his faculties seem to be as youthful 
as when he first appearedin politics, the 
rising hope of the stern and unbending 
Tories. He surpassed in effective energy 


all his opponents and put them to con- 


fusion more completely probably than 
ever before in his marvelous career. And 
more remarkable still, he made substan- 
tial, original contributions to political 
science and laid down principles which 
must be reckoned with in future political 
calculations. 

Mr. Gladstone’s career is a standing ref- 
utation of the belief that a man can be 
killed by too much work. His vigor, 
greater at the age of 84 than that of most 
men at 45, has not suffered from his tre- 
mendous activity. It is not likely that he

one of his waking moments has been fully 
oceupied with intellectual or physical 
work. His intellectual interests have 


ranged from Homer and statesmanship to

thinking, and not by its control of the 
votes of the few persons who depend on 
somebody else to think for them. 

The simple fact is that the traits which 
the newspapers regarded as faults unfit- 
ting Carter Harrison for Mayor increased 
his popularity and invincibility the more 
they were dwelt on.

KILLING PRESIDENTS 


The fact that the later Presidents of the 
United States have been shorter lived than 
the early Presidents has been noted. The 
difference is attributed to the increase of 
importunate office-seekers. This has un- 
doubtedly something to do with it, and it 
is the duty of every statesman who win- 
ters in Washington to seek some means of 
relief for our chief magistrates. 

As a beginning why not abolish presi- 
dential hand-shaking? 

It would not do for Mr. Oleveland to 
start this reform. He would be misunder- 
stood. It would not do for him to refer to 
medical authorities oh the unhealthful- 
ness of excessive hand-shaking. He would 
be denounced as a cold, unsympathetic 
man, and people would say that he had 
succeeded to Benjamin MHarrison’s ice 
wagon. 

The reform must begin from without. It 
might come through ajoint resolution of 
Congress preceded by an elaborate where- 
as, describing the exhaustion of our Presi- 
dents in their attempts to keep up a need- 
less custom. The resolution should take the 
form of a request. No good citizen could 
object to it. A cordial greeting by word 
of mouth is enough for any citizen or any 
President when there is a throng of 
visitors. 

If Congress shall not come to the rescue, 
then every national convention—Demo- 
cratic, Republican, Populist or Prohibi- 
tion—should declare that any citizen 
elected to the Presidency shall be free of 
the custom of hand-shaking. No Presi- 
dent should become a martyr to civility. 
Let all little wrongs and big wrongs be 
righted as rapidly as possible. It is cer- 
tainly wrong to keep up this pump-handle 
business any longer.

| HE PRESIDENT RECEIVES THEM IN 


PUBLIC. 


All Seema Amilcable, but the Impression 
Ie That the New Yorkers Were Disap- 
Ppointed—A Black Bag of Applications 
for Place Taken Back to Albany Un- 
opened—Next Friday the Day Set for 
the Imp ortant Interview. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8.—Lieut.-Gov. 
Bheehan returned to New York this afternoon 
without fling any applications for appoint- 
ments. He called at the White House in 
company with Senator Murphy, but found the 
President indisposed to enter into any ex- 
tended conference with reference to New 
York appointments. Mr. Sheehan told Mr. 
Cleveland that the organization men were 
anxious to get an expression from 
him, as to what they might 
expect in the way of patronage, 
and further that he had been commissioned 
to sees him with that object in view. Yr. 
Cleveland listened in silence to Mr. Sheehan’s 
Yemar«cs, then announced that as he had 
pressing business to transact before leaving 
on hig trip to Wilmington, he would rather 
postpone the conference until next week. 

After some discussion as to what day would 
be most convenient, Mr. Cleveland said that 
he would meet the Lieutenant-Governor and 
the Senator on Friday next. The whole con- 
versation between the President aud the two 
leaders did not last over five minutes and it 
was carried on in the presence of fifty or 
more office-seekers who crowded around Mr. 
Oleveland’s desk. Mr. Sheehan and Mr, 
Murphy reached the White House shortly 
after 10 0’clock and burried up the stairway 


go the President's room. 


Mr. Murphy professed to be confused by 
the windings of the stairway and remarked 
with a sly wink as he reached the top land- 
ing, I wonder which way we go now.. 

Thie was said to startle the Lieutenant- 
Governor, who has not been to the White 
House before and who was a little bit ner- 
vous over the importance of his mission. Mr. 
Murphy knewthe way and after he had en- 
joyed a laugh at the innocent Mr. Sheehan’s 
discomfiture he said as he seized his arm: 
„h, come along, you won't get lost; stick 
close to me, now.“ 

The Lieutenant-Governor did stack 
lose“ until they reached the lobby, 
where the office-seekers were crowded. 
When Mr. Sheehan was temporarily cut off 
from his escortthe junior Senator elbowed 
his way through the mass of ambitious Dem- 
ocratsand finally reached the doorkeeper. 
He then called Sheehan, who had some dim 
culty in crowding through. The doorkeeper 
invited thetwo men into the cabinet - room 
and took their cards to the President. It was 
before an answer was re- 
celved, and, inthe meantime, both men had 
settied intothe swivelchairs in Which the 
Cabinet Ministers sit when discussing prob- 
lems of State. 

Mr. Sheehan was quite uneasy and kept 
continually tugging at his scarf pin. Mr. 
Murphy had been through the embarrassing 
experience to which Mr. Sheehan was to be 
introduced and he tried to cheer up the Lieu- 
tenant Governor by joking him about the 
way he would probably be received. 

Mr. Sheehan did not relish these pleasant- 
ries but Mr. Murphy was finding a great deal 
ofenjoyment in his friend’s discomfort and 
pictured to him how the President would 
Suggest to bim thatthe Albany climate was 
particularily agreeable at this time of year, 
Mr. Sheehan was plainly annoyed 
Dy the Senator’s jokes and asked 
him to desist. Mr. Sheehan looked 
serious, while the Senator had great difficulty 
in keeping from laughing out loud. Mr. Shee- 
han swung around in his chair and surveyed 
the paintings of the Presidents on the walls 
—he paid no further attention to the Sena- 
tor, whose face gas wreathed in smiles. 
Both looked serious a moment later when 
Doorkeeper Loeffler approached and an- 
nounced that the President would receive 
them. As Loeffler opened the door leading 
to the President's office, a crowd pushed in 
The President 
was sitting behind his desk with his glasses 
on and examining some papers. As Mr. 
Murphy approached the President dropped 
his papers and, after removing his glasses, 
greeted the Senator very cordially. 

Mr. Sheehan stepped up and said: ‘‘Good 
morning, Mr. President.’’ Mr. Cleveland 
grasped his hand and replied, Good morn- 
x -g Sheehan.’’ 

6 Office-seekers crowded around and Mr. 
Bheehan looked embarrassed, hesitated fora 
moment and thentoldthe President he had 
come over from Albany to ascertain If posgsi- 
bie how the patronage in New York States 
going to be distributed, Hesmiled when he 
paid that the boys were anxious,’’ and Mr, 
Cleveland smiled, too. 

Mr. Murphy said nothing but there was a 
Sly twinkle in his blue eyes. There was 
a pause for a moment. Mr. Sheehan looked 
hard at the listening crowd standing about 
and Mr. Murphy found new beauties in the 
big white monument which may be seen 
from the White House window. Mr. Sheehan 


then went on to say that he was quite inter- 


ested in the appointments up in Erie County 
and informed the President that he had 
come on to file some applications, 

Mr. Cleveland listened without comment, 
Mr. Sheehan stood at the side of the desk 
and Mr. Murphy leaned on the front edge. 
Occasionaily the Lieutenant-Governor 
would shift his position, but Mr. Murphy was 
as motionless as the statue in the corner. Mr. 
Bheehan spoke, without embarrass- 
ment and with a i good deal of 
earnestness. After referring to his in- 
terest in Erie County matters he told the 
President that he would like to confer 
with him about the patronage of the State. 
He talked just five minutes, and when he 
had outiined the object of his call, Mr. 
Cleveland tapped his glasses on the edge of 
the desk and explained that he was inno 
hurry to make the New York appointments.

GONE TO WILMINGTON. 


WILL SPEND SUNDAY 
AMBASSADOR BAYARD. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8.—Presidsnt 
Cleveland turned his back on the cffice-seek- 
ers this afternoon and, accompanied by Sec- 
retary Gresham, went over to Wilmington to 
spend a quiet Sunday with Thomas F. Bay- 
ard, the newly appointed Ambassador to 
Great Britain. Nobody at the White House 
could be induced tosay whether the Pres!i- 
dent would go further than WII- 
mington before returning to Wash- 
ington, but it is generally 
understood here that both he and Ool. 
Lamont, who left here for New Vork early 
this morning wilispend some hours in the 
Metropolis before next Tuesday. Nobody 
will de surprised if they should hold an ex- 
tended conference with William ©, Whitney, 
regarding the distribution of New York pat- 
ronage. The President got through the or- 
deal of receiving the office seekers to-day 
well. His temporary emancipation was at 
hand, and e smiled pleasantly as he 
listened to the thrice told tales of the 

lace hunters. He kept one eye on the clock 

owever, and when the hands pointed to the 
hour he summoned his valet Sinclair, and 
ordered him to pack a grip for a short trip. 
The valet not only packed the grip, but 
folded the President’s evening clothes neatly 
and stowed them away ina big sole leather 
case. The President will dine with Secretary 
Bayard to-morrow, and when he goes out to 
dinner he is very particular to wear evening 
clothes, At 8:20 Secretary Gresham went 
over from the State Department, and walked 
into the President’s private office. 

Mr. Oleveland had changed the loosely- 
Utting coat ja which he has received the 
office-seekers for a tightiy-buttoned Prince 
Albert and was ready for the journey. 

The White House coupe was soon atthe 
door, and the President and Secretary 
Gresham descended the private staircase 
and hurried out to the carriage, nodding 
rigut and left to the little knots of curious 
sight-seers who gathered in the porte 
cochere. 

The President and Secretary entered the 
coupe, Sinclair quickly climbing on the box, 
and the horses dashed off to the Penansylva- 
nia station. 

A private car was attached to the 8:45 
Philadeiphia express, and the President and 
Secretary made their — through the little 
crowd that gathered in the waiting room and 
mounting the car platform vanished from the 
public gaze. Haifa hundred people stood 
about the depot platform craning their necks 
to geta glimpse of the President but he sat 
quietiy inthe shadow until the train pulled 


out. 

itis understood here that the President 
will go to New York to-morrow aight or 
Monday morning, though a rumor was cur- 
rent to-night that ex-Secretary Whitney 
would meet the President at Wilmington to- 
morrow. Another report current here to- 
night wasto the effect that the President 
would leave Wilmington to-morrow niht for 
Exmore.

FIGHTING ECKELS. 


HIS NOMINATION FOR COMPTROLLER OF 
CURRENCY HUNG UP. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8.—The case of 
James H. Eckels of Illinois, nominated to be 
Comptroller of the Currency, appears to be 
indefinitely hungup. Another executive ses- 
sion has been held and still the nomination 
remains unreported by the Finance Commit- 


tee, An energetic effort is being made by 
some members of the committee to have the 
nomination recalled, but so far apparently 
without success. 

Senator Vest of Missouri has appointed a 
sub-committee to take charge of the cage, 
andin accordance with that appointment 
Mr. Vest called upon President Cleveland 
and informed him of the opposition that had 
manifested itselfinthe committee. Still no 
action has been taken by the President, 
despite the fact thatthe session is speedily 
drawingto a close. It is understood that 
Senators Sherman and Morrill have declared 
their unalterabie opposition to the confirma- 
tion on the grounds that the nomineeis en- 
tirely ignerant of the subject of banking, and 
at least one prominent Democratic member 
ofthe committee is also understood to be 
opposed to the confirmation, and it is this 
energetic opposition, coupled with the 
non-action of the President, that has re- 
su ited in the nomination not being reported.

OLDEST RESIDENT OF MISSOURL 


Further Interesting Information About 
Elijah Bryan Given by Bs Son. | 


To the Editor af the Post-Dispatch: 

The portraits of my father and uncle, 
Elijah and James Bryan, which you pub- 
lished in your issue of last Sunday, are very 
good, but the statements in the accompany- 
ing sketch were in some respects inaccurate, 
Will you please, therefore, excuse me for 
offering the following corrections: 

Jonathan Bryan was the father of Elijah 


and James Bryan, the two aged brothers 
who now reside at Nevada, Mo. Elijah 
Br ae is my father, and he will be 94 years 
on the Sth of next month. He has resided 
22 — in what is no the State of 
Missouri since December, 180), and I presume 
he is therefore the oldest citizen of our State. 
He helped to guard the forts and fight the 
Indians in what is now St. Charles County 
from 1818 to 1816, which period represents the 
first Indian war inthis State. It is a treat 
nowto hear him relate the exciting inci- 
dents ofthose times, which he remembers 
more distinctly than those of later years. 
The old flint-lock rine, Charley. which he 
carried then, I now possess as an heirloom. 
It has never been altered to suit modern re- 
quirements, but remains just as it was 
nearly 100 yearsago. There is no longer any 
occasion to use it in ‘‘civilizing’’ Indians, 
but Ican knock a squirrel out of the tallest 
tree with it any day ia the year. Old Char- 
ley’’ was a great favorite with Daniel Boone, 
wholivednaer my grandfather’s on Femme 
Osage Creek, in St. Charles Couaty. His 
own rifle, old ‘*Checlicker,’’ carried 
too large a ball for smali game, so when he 
wanted to hunt squirrels, turkeys or deer, he 
always borrowed Charley, which carried 
asmaller ball and was and is still very ac- 
curate. On the occasion of the magsacre of 
the Ramsey family, near the present town of 
Marthasville, in Warren Oounty, by Black 
Hawk and his band, in 1816, my father was 
summoned, with other men and boys able to 
bear arms, to go in pursuit; but on arriving 
at the scene of the massacre he was detailed, 
on account of his lameness, as one of the 
guards at Fort Charrette, which stood 
then on the north dank or the Missouri 
River a wile and a half south of the 
present site of Marthasville. He could 
ride horseback as well as any one, but 
in following the Indian trail through the 
woods the men were compelled to walk, and 
as he was lame and using crutches (as he 
has continued doing all the remainder of his 
life), he was required to remain behind with 
other boys and the old men to guard the fort. 

When he reached the fort he found Daniel 
Boone, then 81 years old, pacing up and down 
in front of an unfinished portion of the stock- 
ade, with oid ‘‘Checlicker’’ at shoulder arms 
ond ready for any emergency which might 
arise. 

My father has voted at every State and 
national election. since 1820. o Was an en- 
thusiastic and unswerving ‘‘Old Line Whig,’’ 
until that party was absorbed by the Amert- 
can and Republican parties in 1859, when he 
joined his old antagonist, the Democratic 
party, and has voted with it ever since, 

He has lived at Nevada with his two 
daughters (not sisters, as stated) for the past 
five or six years. His brothers and sisters 
do not provide for him, and have never done 
so, because there was no occasion that they 
should. His sons and daughters have con- 
sidered it a pleasure, as well as a duty, to 
see that their honored father was made com- 
fortable during his old age. 

He belongs to a long-lived family. His 
father. Jonathan Bryan, died atthe a of 
86; one of my father’s sisters, Nancy ole, 
died three years ago at Mexico, Mo., aged 91; 
a brother, Abner Bryan, died a few months 
siace in ‘California, where he had resided 
since 1848, at the —— e of 92, and the remaining 
brother, James, w o also resides at Nevada, 
is in his Stn year, and one of the friskiest 
youths in the State. 

My grandfather, Jonathan Bryan, above 
referred to, in conjunction with two brothers, 
built Bryan’s Station near Lexington 
and defended it against Simon Girty and 15 
Indiaus during the dark and bloody’’ days. 
The name of the station or fort is incorrectly 
spelled (Brgant’s) in ali the histories I have 
seen, Our ancestors were Irish, descended 
from the famous Brian of the Trioutes, Ks 
the Irish King who instituted surnames in 
the Emerald Isle and fought the — — dying 
in battle at Clontarf on Good Fri day, 1014.

THE LATE COL. ELLIOTT F. SHEPARD, 


Anecdotes Which Illustrate His Eccentric 
Love of Notoriety.

Every one knows and everyone has quoted 
the famous mot of William H. Vanderbilt 
about his son-in-law, the late Elliott F. 
Shepard, But the remark, though it has a 
sort of wit, did not possess the final 
piquancy oftruth.

He chose to assume various distinct 
disguises of folly; he was a lightning-change 
artist who startled people by glaring con- 
trasts in the suitsof motley which he as- 
sumed at a moment’s notice; but there was 
a guiding principle beneath the folly, a 
method in the madness.

New Tonk, April 8.—Between Dr. James T, 
Gibson of No. 22 Prospect street, Tonkers, 
and Dr. K. Scha pen of No. 72 Warburton ave- 
nue, which is only a few blocks away, there 
has long existed a bitterrivalry. Sofar has 
this feeling been allowed to run that the 
former has practically charged Dr. Schopen 
with causing the death of one of his patients,

Oounty Medical Society. 
About two weeks ago 
of Jacob Fuchs was taken ill 
her residence in Yonkers and Dr. Gi 
son was called in. At that time it 
was only an ordinary case of cold that 
troubled Mrs. Fuchs and she was able to at- 
tendtoher household duties as usual. On 
Friday last, however, she complained of 
headache and when her husband came home 
at dinner time he insisted on sending for a 
physician.

Then 
she became unconscious and remained 80 
until she died on Monday morning last. 

When Dr. Gibson discovered next morning 
that he had been called to the Fuchs res!- 
dence he hurried around tosee if the case had 
been attended to. lie told the Posr-Dis- 
PATCH reporter that on findingthe woman 
unconscious he declined to do anything with- 
out first knowing how Dr. Schapen had 
been treating her. He put one of the powders 
in his pocket and sent to the drug store to get 
acopy of the prescription. The clerk tele- 
phoned to Dr. Schapen asking his consent, 
and the latter replied that under no circum- 
stances was anyone to see it. 

Before the funeral, stories of poison began 
to circulate and finaily reached the ears of 
Dr. Schapen. After vainly trying to fasten 
the stories he wentto Dr. Brown, one of the 
health officers, and demanded that an 
investigation and an autopsy be held. Both 
then went to Coroner Mitchell and ail 
three started for the Fuchs’ residence,where 
the body lay. . The Coroner insisted that an 
autopsy be held, but Fuchs and his father 
in-law, Samuel Zipser would not allow the 
body to be touched. he Coroner suggested 
that Fuchs make an affidavit exonerating 
Dr. Schapen.

It was about the year 1880 that Henry 0. 
Wagenmann married Mary M. Thompson. 
Her father, Capt. Wm, Thompson, was one 
of the veteran volunteer firemen or St. Louis. 
The familly came from Kentucky and was dis- 
tantly related to the famous Crittenden 
family of that State and to the family of ex- 
Gov. Orittenden of Missouri. 

Some years of married life intervened and 
along in 1885 Mr. Frank Gallien, a grad- 
uate of the Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy, came to St. Louis. Wagenmann 
befriended him and so did rs. Wagenmann, 
and Gallien, it is said, became very much a 
member of the W agenmann family. This led 
to trouble between the Wagen manns and 
finally Mrs. Wagenmann obtained a divorce 
from Mr: Wagenmann, on the ground of 
cruelty, etc. Wagenmann let the matter go 
Dy de ault and, it was understood, put up 
$1,000 to placate the woman; although res- 
terday afternoon he told a Posr- DISPATCH 
reporter at he might have obtained a 
divorce en his own behalf on several 
grounds. He ts living at 2207 A Morgan street. 
While this trouble was brewing Galilen made 
himself notorious ina very versatile man- 
ner, ‘The St. Louls papers in the fall of 1885 
were filled with a discussion of the troubles, 
of Gallien and the Wagenmanns. One inter- 
esting story was tothe effect that once when 
Wagenmann was proceeding to chastise his 
wife Gallien interfered, andthe two gentle- 
men nearly murdered each other, and Gal- 
lien was arrested on a charge of assault with 
intent to kill, 

About this time Gallien served four 
months onthe rock-pile for impersonating 
an officer. He wentto Jacoby’s grocery on 
Twenty-third street and Clark avenue, and 
said that he was a Cincinnati detective, 
working up a case on a man Who was living 
in the neighbornood, and asked the privi- 
lege of 3 watch in the store. He 
showed a tin badge in proof of his being an 
officer. The vigil lasted several days and on 
one night while it was on, Jacoby’s safe was 
broken open. Gallien was arrested, but 
there was no proof to connect him with the 
burglary. He was puton trial for falsely 
representing hiniself to be an officer and 
Judge Cady found him gullty and gave him 
$50, or the equivalent at the Work- house. 
Wagenmann saysthat his wife pawned her 
jewelry to raise money to keep him from the 
rock-plle. 

Mrs. Wagemann was divorced from Mr. 
Wagenmann in January, 1886, and was re- 
stored to her maiden name of Thompson. 
She immediately left town with Gallien and 
married him in Chicago. Since then she is 
not known to have visited St. Louls, but Gal- 
lien — been seen here once or twice on the 
streets.

THE MOHAMMEDANS. 


The Speaker Had Lectured Before the 
New York Liberal Oiub, Whose Mem- 
Ders Advocatsd All Shades of Thought 
on Questions of Religion—But He De- 
fended His Prophet and Confounded 
His Critics. 


New Yorx,April 8.—Muhammed Alexander 
Russell Webb lectured on ‘‘Mohammed the 
Prophet“ before the Liberal Club last night. 
It was a gala night for the club, for as soon 
as Mr. Webb had finished speaking each 
member hadten minutes in which to say 
what he thought. The Liberal Club is com- 
posed of menand women who have views. 
Twenty members do not believe in God, three 
are Socialists, twoare free lovers, four are 
theosophists, two are positivists, oneisa 
sociologist, one believes in Malthus 
and five are avowed enemies of 
the Czar. Al of these men 
are prepared at all times and places to chal- 
lenge any comer to an intellectual battle for 
the championship of the world. Mr. Webb 
looked very much out of place in that as 
semblage. Hs tall, dignified figure, neatly 
clad In evening dress, contrasted strangely 
with the philosophical figures of the reform- 
ers. Hespoke for nearly an hour. 

When he had finished the audience applaud- 
ed. Then the chairman sald: The subject 
is now open for discussion.“ 

Two men promptly jumped to their feet. 
One was tall and lank with a head 
of hair like that of the late Listz’s. 
He wore  eye-glasses; he was young; 
religion wus his hobby. The other man 
looked like a philosopher. He had black 
hair and a bushy black beard that needed 
trimming. ‘‘Dr. Foote has the floor, the 
chairman announced, 

‘*‘Il—-ah—was quite chahmed with the 

lectchah,’’ Dr. Foote said, ‘‘Ah—quite de- 
lighted. But I have—ah-—thought over this 
mattah considerably and—ah—I, to speak 
candidly, don’t—ah—quite agree with the 
speakah.’’ 
He then read a letter written by a Southern 
clergyman who had been in Morocco for 
some time, and found that Mohammedanism 
as practised in Morocco was the lowest, 
vilest, most penurious kind of a religion he 
had ever come across, amid applause, This 
young man sat down and the philosophic 
looking gentleman jumped up again. 

Mr. Oppenheimer has the floor, the 
Chairman. announced,

mounting the platform, said: ‘*Dot lecture 
vos goot unt I vas habby dotI hearit.

Every honest man should be 
against it, for it is one of the basest slanders 
upon womanhood.’ ‘ihere were a number of 
women present and they murmured applause.

OMAHA, Neb., April 8. ~-Reports of prairie 
* fres throughout Nebraska to-night show the 
da mes still destroying farm property, dwell - 
* Inge and, in some instances, life. At Harris- 
burg, this morning, while the wind wae 
blowing a perfect gale, a prairie fire origin- 
ated about two miles west and at present a 
Gestructive fire is raging throughout the 
central part of the county, varying in 
width from a bailf to three miles, A 
party left that place early in the 
morning to assist in fighting the flames, but 
as yet no definite reports have been received, 
The wind is blowing a terrible gale and al- 
though no reports of serious destruction have 
been received,it is feared that many farmers 
have been burned out and considerable 


loss of eh and stock has been 
sustained. ' Goring stage driver, who 
crossed the track of the fire, reports bBaving 
seen several houses in danger and people 
manfully fighting the fire which was 
burning with terrible rapidity. At Ogallala, 
prairie fires the past three days bave laid the 
country waste in all directions, high winds 
carried the fires with fearful speed, making 
any efforts tocheck the fires utterly hope- 
less. Reports of casualties are coming in 
Slowly. Ihe Keystone ranch was destroyed, 
including all buildings, corrals, etc. High 
winds have destroyed some property that 
Ores did not reach. At Overton a prairie 
fire swept over the country from Cosad to 
Elm Creek doing an immense amount of 
gamage. Over 1,000 tons of hay were 
burned on the bottoms, besides several barns 
and two residences, At Dunning, the worst 
prairie fire that was ever known in the coun- 
ty raged last night and to-day, There was 
an exceptionally heavy evat of grass and the 
wind Diowing a gale from the northwest 
made the fire uncontrollable. ‘rhe losses of 
stock on the ranges is very heavy. At North

Lewis Cass Lecyard, in behalf of the Amer- 
ican Express Co., said he had telegrams 
showing lawlessness anda disregard of the 
order of the Court all along the road, some 
of which he read. 

Supt. Keim of the American Express Co, 
telegraphed from Hartford at 10 a. m. yes- 
terday: 

Last night at 6:30I served notice on railroed offi- 
clals regarding the injunction granted by the court, 
and they have so far ignored us, They have forcibly 
ejectea us from cars. They positively refuse to per 
mit our men to go near their trains. This morning 
one of our men got ona train to see a party, and the 
conductor held the train two minutes and had the 
tra.mn searched to see if there was an employe 
of this company aboard. Last night, on the 7:30 
train leaving Willimantic, our freight and messen- 
ger were placed aboard, and were carried as far as 
Windham. There the messenger was forcibiy put 
off the train and his safe and freight thrown out of 
the car. Messenger Mahr got on the train at Nor- 
Wich at 98. m. He was thrown out of the car by 
four men in the employ of the road, and after doing 
him bodily violence, such freight as he had was 
thrown out of the car. Just received a telegram from 
Messenger Biekford, who left New Yoik at 10 p. m. 
on New York 4 Northern, He says he has a full 
car of freight and valuables, and ie held at Brews- 
ters on account of the N. I. & N. E. K. R. refusing 
to receive his car, and asks for instructions. The 
instractions from Supts. Dewey aud Ham- 
mond are stiil posted on the bulletin board at Hart- 
ford instructing employes of the road not to permit 
any employes of this company on trains, stating that 
agents and passengers of the American Express have 
no rights or priviieges in or about the trains or prop- 
erty of that company. 

A message from General Superintendent 
Babbitt, sent at 11:10 a. m., read as follows: 

The N. Y. 4 N. E. ave still refusing our business. 
I demanded facilities on every train from Kr. Bar- 
ton this morning. J saw him at 10 o’eclock, when he 
refused toallow us to load any freigut en the trains, 
stating that he had no orders to do so. 

C. W. Selleck, Superintendent, telegraphed 
at 10:08 a. m.: 

The N. V. 4 N. E. refuses to accept our business 
at Fishkill Landing off Train 86, leaving at 10 to- 
day. Messenger there ready to go, but not per- 
mitted.

FOR UNDERGROUND WIRES 
A Scheme for Getting Rid of the Over: 
heai Trolley Wire. 

A patent has recently been issued to Mr. F. 
C. Perkins for an inclosed conduetor for elec- 
tric rallways to take the place of the unin- 
sulated trolley wire as ordinarily use d. The 
invention contemplates the use of a supply 
conductor which is insulated throughout its 
entire length, yet from whieh a continuous 
supply of current may be obtained by a mov. 
ing contact ortrolley. The cut shown below 
isa diagram of this arrangement in which A 
represents a metallic tube of any suitable 
material having the requisite elasticity for 
the purpose and being proof against the 
effects of the weather and at the same time a 
good conductor of electricity, This tube is 
formed in lengths which may be jointed and 
contains an insulating support B within it, 
which may be of wood impregnated with oil 
or otherwise treated to render it a good ingu- 
lator, upon which is mounted a bare supply 
conductor C. This conductor C Is referred to 
herein as a supply conductor, by which 18 
meaut either the outgoing or return con- 
ductor of a system of electric supply. 

In its normal position the tube is main. 

ained by its own elasticity out of eontact

A NEW ROUTE TO MEXICO, 


Hundred Miles to Be faved in the 
Journey From New York. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 8.—W. H. Baker, 
Chief Engineer of the Pan-American Rall- 
road, aided by a corps of assistants, is mak 
ing asurvey of the proposed line through 
Texas. The road will start at Victoria, 
Tex., where connection withthe Southern 


Pacific Railroad will be made, and will follow 
the Gulf coast to Brownsville and thence 
along the coast to a point below Tuxpan, 
Mexico, where a detour will be made, and 
the line completed tothe City of Mexico.

Hearse Horses Run Away in Calvary 
Cemetery. 


THE CASKET THROWN OUT AND ITS 
GLASS TOP BROKER.

An Untried Horse Causes the Distressing 
Accident—The Hearse Upset and the 
Glass in It Broken— The Horses Ran 
Over the Graves-—It Was Mrs. Mary 
Burke’s Funeral. 


A distressing accident occurred at Calvary 
Cemetery yesterday morning during the 
funeral ceremonies attending the burial of 
Mrs. Mary Burke of 4010 St. Ferdinand street. 

Mrs. Burke was the wife of T. F. Burke, a 
letter carrier, who is well and favorably 
kpown in the northwestern part of 
the city. on Friday she died after 
ashort iliness and the sad announcement 
of her death caused a large number of the 
friends of the family to attend the obse- 
quies. 

The husband secured the services of Cullen 
& Kelly, undertakers, and engaged a 
number of hacks to accommodate 
those who wished to attend. The 
hearse, a handsome one, was 
drawn by two horses. The cortege moved 
along Florissant avenue to the ceme- 
tery. After entering the burial 
ground it wound around the i drive, 
and was descending the hill 
when one horse took fright and shied. The 
driver, John Collins, an experienced man, 
was unadle to control nis team 
and the horses rushed up the 
steep embankment of a terrace onto the 
graves. The hearse was upset and the 
coffin crashed through the glass 
side. The hack immediately behind the 
hearse came to a stop, and with it the entire 
procession. People alighted from 
their carriages and for a 
time seemed dazed. A number of 
ofmen rushed forward and the coffin was 
raised! and conveyed to the grave. The glass in 
the case was smashed by the fall. Much 
excitement was occasioned by the untimely 
accident, but the people soon recovered their 
composure and the services proceeded with- 
out further mishap. 

ONE HORSE WAS UNTRIED. 

Neither member of the firmof Cullen & 
Kelly coula be found at their undertaking 
office last evening, when a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter called to ascertain the jdetails of the 
accident,

Litigation Over Catherins de Vauder- 
court’s Benevolent Fequest. 


New YorK, April 8.—Catherine de Vaudre- 
court died in Brooklyn in 1890. She claimed 
to bea French Countess and was old and 
quite eccentr e. She left a will which covered 
four pages of foolgcap, two of which 


were devoted to describing in detail how 
she wanted to be buried,what kind ofa grave 
and coffin, and grave clothes she wanted, 
and everything else connected with the dis- 
position of her body afterdeath. She made 
a few bequests and wound up by leaving the 
residue of her estate to her execu- 
torsintrustto beappliedtothe benefit ofa 
home forthe blind in Brooklyn. It turned 
out that there was no.such an institution in 
Brooklyn. Thos. F. Rich, Jr., of Port Jeffer- 
son, began an action inthe Supreme Court 
for the construction of the will in 
behalf of William u. Davis and others next 
of kin of the testator, and who live at Port 
Jefferson. During the pendency of the pro- 
ceedings an organization in Brooklyn, known 
as the Mizpah Circle, put in a claim that they 
were organized to establish a home for 
the blind in Brooklyn, and that it was they 
who were referred to by Fatherine de Vaud- 
recourt in her will, After the 
case had .been pending for a year or 
more the Mizpah circle got per- 
mission to come in as defend- 
ants. The case was before Judge Bartlett 
yesterday. After partially examining one 
witness, the hearing was laid over 
until April 2. Among the witnesses 
8 to testify were a number of 

lind persons—the neucleus, presumably, 
of the home for the blind, which the Mizpah 
Circle are going to establish in Brooklyn 
when they get possession of this fund. The 
amount involved was between $3,000 and

Result of a Demonstration of Publicans 
Against Local Option. 


Lonpon, April 8.—An attempt this after- 
noon on the part of Publicansand others to 
make an imposing public demonstration 
agajnst the proposed law establishing local 
option and abridging the privileges of the 
liquor trade resulted in a scene of riot 
and disorder. The plan of the managers of 
the demonstration was to have processions 
formed in the various districts, all of them 
converging in Trafalgar Square, where the 
meeting of protest wastobe held.

New York, April 8.—Ming Loc, the plain- 
tiff, accuses Chee Sue Bealu of false and ma- 
licious libel and asks the Supreme Court to 
mulct Chee in the sum of $35,000, which 
amount plaintiff is said to have lost 
through defendant’s duplicity. Ming Loc 
isa Christianized Chinaman, who has been a 
merchant inthis country for many years.

He shows by the accounts of early settiers 
thatthe buffalo range at one time extended 
from the Potomac to beyond the Rocky 
Mountains and from the Arctic circle to the 
Guif of Mexico. In treating of the great 
herds of the plains he shows how they were 
gradually Griven from the ranges by the ad- 
vaneing tideof civilization, being split into 
two sections, called the Northern and the 

herd, by the bullding of 
Pacific Railroad. Bat it 
was not until 1870 that the great slaughter 
began. Ky 1873 the buffalo was almost ex- 
tinct. Ina single year the slaughter was es- 
timated at over 5,000, Mr. Russell gives 
an interesting account of the last great herd 
which went North across the British line and 
never returned, There have been tales that 
this herd stili existed, sheltered in a valley in 
the mountains, but the author is of the 
opinion that it fell a victim to the hunters. A 
small herd in Texas, another in Kansas and 
the buffalo in the Yellowstone Park are all 
that remain.

OLDEST WOMAN IN THE COUNTRY. 


Aunt Eunice Conrad of West Virginia 
Was Born in 1776. 
PARKERSBURG, W. Va., April 8.—The oldest 
woman in this country is, probably, Aunt 
Eunice Conrad, who lives on Dusk Camp, in 
Gilmer County. ‘‘Aunt Eunice, as the old 


lady is familiarly known, was born Aug. 4, 
1776, in Virginia, in what is now Pendleton 
County, West Virginia. Her parents, whose 
name was Mace, were born in Germany and 
emigrated to this country before the Revolu- 
tion. When Mrs. Conrad was 6 years old her 
arents moved from Pendleton to Bulltown 
now the county seat of Braxton County), on 
the Littl Kanawha River, and were the 
first white settlers on that river. The 
day before they located at Bulltown a com- 
pea of scouts and Indian hunters attacked 
he Indian town, thenjlocated where Bulltown 
now stands, and drove the Indians out, cap- 
turing great quantities of bear meat, venison 
and other provisions, on which the Maces 
and the scouts subsisted along time.

fourteen children, all of 
son have died. Her husband became a soldier 
in the war of 1812,and his widow drawsa 
pension of 512 per month. Mrs.

Her hear- 
ing is not good, but her other faculties are 
preserved. Her mental faculties are won- 
derfully keen and fresh for so old a person, 
and she enjoys greatly telling reminiscences 
and Incidents of her early days in a wilder- 
ness whose inhabitants were wild animals 
and wilderand more ferocious Indians, An 
afternoon spent by the correspondent in con- 
versation with this old lady was like a view 
into another world.

No 
subject has received a larger share of the at- 
tention of thoughtful statesmen, and yet no 
desirable social movement has made 
less progress than the reformation of 
the penal institutions of the civilized 
world. The difficulty of maintaining the 
strict discipline essential to prison govern- 
ment without imposing restrictions ,in them- 
selves almost unendurabie, interposes an al- 
most insurmountable obstacle to the humane 
treatment of the inmates Of great penal in- 
stitutions, 

„„The following from the SunDAY PostT- 
DISPATCH presents a faithful pen pictare of 
the inmates of the Missouri Penitentiary, and 
the same is true of all penal institutions. 

Mr. Cochran then quotes the statement 
made of the condition of the convicts, and 
continuing, says: 

As a rule criminals are of tne unfittest of 
their kind, Ofcourse there are exceptions 
to this rule, but so few as to only e:inphasize 
its general applicability to the inmates of 
prisons. Defective in intelligence and in 
morals and not unfrequentiy in physical con- 
stitution, they are incapable of sus- 
taining themselves in successful com.

Many enter this 
open door almost involuntarily—as children 
commit petty depreJdations—and sooner or 
later the State’s prison becomes their 
home, Enterin its forbidding walls 
dwarfed in intelligence, depraved in morals 
and abhorred by mankind, atthe expiration 
of the term of their imprisonment they leave 
the institation confirmed criminals. Such 
are the commentaries of the ablest writers 
endthe opinions of the most experienced 
Managers of penal institutions 

An interesting feature of the contribu- 
tion tothe Post-DIsPaTcn on the subject is 
an interview with ex-Warden Darwin W. 
Marmaduke.’’

Commenting on this, Senator Cochran says: 

The manifest good sense and practica- 
bility of the suggestions made by Mr. Marms - 
duke should commend them to favorable 
attention. Asa matterof fact the terms of 
imprisonment imposed upon law-breakers 
— entirely upon the idiosyncracy of the 
judge who presides at the trial. in 
the nature of things the Governor who 
is vested with the pardoning power 
comes to look upon the judgment of the court 
as an accurate measurement of the penalty 
befitting the crime. Proceeding upon this 
hy pothesis, the question to be determined by 
the Executive when considering petitions for 
clemency is whether he will modify the 
judgment pronounced upon thecriminal. It 
makes no difference that in an adjoining 
cell may be another convict serving, for the 
same offense, half or less than half the 
term of imprssonment which the Governor 
is asked to reduce. Such details Cannot in 
the nature of things be inquired into by the 
chief executive. The inequality of sen- 
tences is the worse abuse known to Ameri. 
ban criminal jurisprudence, and no State 
should be without a board oftribunal vested 
with jurisdiction to inquiaeintothe facts in 
euery case of felony and prevent, as far as 
possible, the inequality in the punishment of 
inmates ot penal institutions.“

The Philoscpherin Park Row Expresses 
His Opinion on the Coming Chenge. 
Bpecial Correspondence SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. 
New York, April 6.—It is a long time now 
that Benjamin Franklin has been keeping his 
Vigil as sentinel of Newspaper row. He has 


hitherto been left to his own devices. Ina 
few weeks, however, * state of affairs will 
be changed. 

Mr. Franklin has Heen made the turning 
point of a branch of the cable line, which 
will run along Park row, the Bowery and 
Third avenue.

New York, April 8.—Chariles Krause, an 
employe at Henry Baterman’s toy gooas 
house, Broadway and Flushing avenue, is 
dying at his home in Brooklyn. The doctors 
are of the opinion that he is suffering from 
fright. When accused of theft on Thursday 
evening he confessed his guilt, put his hand 
to his left side and fell ina swoon on the office 
floor. Sincethen he has not recovered con- 
sciousness. He had been stealing small 
sums of money for months, and the sudden- 
ness of the accusation surprised him. A 
woman was given $1.50, the colin as well as 
the paper money being marked, She was di- 
rected to go to the suspected clerk and 
purchase one dozen linen napkins, for which 
she paid $1.50. The suspected clerk sent the 
goods, the money and the check in the rail- 
way to the packer’s and cashier’s desks. 
Here it was found that inthe cash-box the 
clerk had placed $1, as well as a check for 
that amount. Inthe bundle was a check for 
$1.50. Then it was that he was called to the 
Superintendent’s room, where be was ac- 
cused. He fainted after his admission of 
his guilt. It was at first thought he was 


shamming and he was placed ona sofa, but 


when the usual restoratives were applied 
and falled to bring him to, the ambulance 
from St. Catherine’s Hospital was sent for 
and he was sent there. Surgeon Dixon at- 
tended him at the hospital. For two hours 
he worked over him without success, De- 
tective Sergeant Campbell was present and 
it was decided not to make any arrest until 
the clerk got well. He accordingly was 
taken home. He is a single man. He has 
been in the employ of Baterman for six 
months and came well recommended froma 
down-town firm, 


DISCOVERED IN TIME. 


THE DIABOLICAL SCHEME TO BLOW UP A 
FACTORY FRUSTRATED. 

PITTSBURG, Fa., April8.—An attempt was 
made this morning to blow upthe pickling 
establishment of Lutz Bros., at the corner of 
Maine and Cherry streets, Allegheny. To 
the timely discovery and carefulness of 
Engineer Fred Moore is attributed an es- 
cape, almost miraculous, from the destruc- 
tion ofthe works. in which over 3800 people 
are employed. During last night some one 
entered the boller-room, having closed the 
lower valve ofthe glass water indicator to 
prevent itsescape and opened the escape 
valve under the  Doller, allowing the 
water to run out. When the engineer 


fired up this morning the water glass showed 
afull boiler, as he had left it last evening. 


The boller heated so rapidly that the 
engineer became suspicious. He tried the 
water gauges and was almost paralyzed 
with fright. The fire was drawn, and an 
examination showed the boiler to be. dry. 
Detectives have been put to work and a 
rigid examination isin progress. The firm 
cannot understand the motive of such an 
outrage. If the flend is discovered, it will 
likely go hard with him. 


YOUNG, BUT DESPERATE. 


SECOND ATTEMPT OF YOUTHFUL BURGLARS TO 
BREAK JAIL. 


CHILLICOTHE, Mo., April 8.—Great excite- 
ment was created inthis city this afternoon 
at 38:30 0’clock, when it was announced that 
Arthur and Harry Johnson, the two youths in 
jail for burglary, had made a deadly assault 
upon Sheriff E. L. Taylor and attempted to 
escape. The Sheriff opened the door to ad- 


side the door when he was set upon by the 
two prisoners with iron pokers and severely 
beaten about the head and arms, cutting 
a severe gash in his forehead. He attempted 
to strike them with his heavy keys, but 
dropped them and the workmen shut the 
door and blocked their escape. Upon seeing 
they were folled, they secured the keys and 
locked themselves in a cell, Dut were com- 
pelledto give them up at the muzzle ofa 
shotgun. They are the same boys that broke 
jail Monday of this week by removing a stone 
from the wall and were aftewards captured. 
Theirextreme youth prevented them from 
being lynched this afternaon. 


FATALLY WOUNDED, 


A SHOOTING WHICH GREW OUT OF AN ACCUSA- 
TION OF THEFT. 

MARSHALL, III., April8.—Wm. Bundy, who 
had charge of a refrigerator car on the 
Cairo division of the Big Four, this after- 
noon shot twice and fatally wounded Prest 
Perkinson, an ex-brakeman who claimed 
Bundy had caused his discharge by falsely 
accusing him of stealing from his car. Perk- 
inson came down from Paris this morning 
with the avowed intention of making Bundy 
take back his accusation. He met Bundy at 
Ernst, five miles below Marshall, coming 
north on local freight No. 82. 

He boarded that train and atonce com- 
menced abusing Bundy, threatening to kill 
him. Thus he kept up until the train reached 
Marshall Crossing, one and a half miles 
northeast of here, when he made a move-

PREPARING FOR FIGHT. 
Antlers Ready 


The Choctaw Factions at 
to Slay. 


Paris, Tex., April 8.—Everything is quiet 
at Goodland and Antlers to-night and 
there is no sign of a renewal of 
hostilities by either of the Choctaw 
factions. The union of the followers of 
Jackson and Locke, placing them on 
an equality with the forces of Gov. 
Jones in point of numbers, excited much 
apprehension, but neither gives any in- 
timation of its intentions. The militia 
does not seem to be making any preparation 
for an attack on Locke’s fort. Yesterday 
twenty men are reported to have left the 
militia camp at Goodland for home. This 
morning twenty-five recruits reached Good- 
land. They had no guns, but arms were 
provided them on their arrival there. Locke 
received a case of Winchesters at Antlers 
this morning and another on Thursday 
night. This indicates that he is receiving 
heavy reinforcements. Noone can or will 
tell the strength of either force. The militia 
still say they will attack Locke. Several of 
them are here to-day and they seem confi- 
dent of success.

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FAIR GROUNDS FIRE 


A Big Section of the Stables for 
Thoroughbreds Destroyed. 


GEORGE GRASSMUCK’S HORSE, VATI- 
CAN, PERISHES IN THE FLAMES 


All the Other Animals Gotten Out With- 
out Injury—Ths Loss Estimated at 
$40,000—President Wells Says the 
Fire Will Not Discommode the Jockey 
Club. 


Afire of more than ordinary magnitude 
broke out in the stablesofthe Fair Grounds 
Association, situated to the west of the race 
track, at 5:18 p. m., yesterday, resulting in 
the destruction of about one-fourth of the 
stabling; one eighteen stall stable and ninety 
Single stalls were completely destroyed, to- 
gether with the feed, bedding, etc., which 
they contained. A brisk wind was blowing 
from the southeast at the time and helped to 
fan the flames, while the combustible ma- 
terial disappeared like pasteboard before the 
fire. . 

The nearest engine-house was No. 20, at 
Grand avenue and Broadway, which 
promptiy responded to the call sent 
out from fire slarm box 637, at Kos- 
suth and Fair avenues; the second 
nearest was No. 8, at Salisbury street and 
Blair avenue, and the third in order was 
engine house No. 27, at Easton and Taylor 
avenues. A general alarm was turned in 
and nine engines responded. 

A serious difficulty in the way of the work- 
ing engines was the fact that the 
water plugs were at such a distance 
from the scene of the fire that lines 
of hose had to be coupled together to reach 
them. This prevented all the engines get- 
ting in their work effectively. The firemen 
devoted their efforts to saving as much of 
the property as possible and cutting off the 
dames. 
ONR HORSE BURNED. 

But one horse was burned, Vatican, be- 
longing to Mr. George Grassmuck, and 
quoted in the ‘*Turf Guide’’ as a 
Day horse by Vanderbilt, out of 
Minnie Rogers and formerly owned by L. W. 
James. He rantwice last year, lost both 
races and was probably not very valuable, 

Foran hour after the fire, thoroughbreds 
cantered upand down the drives of the 
grounds, thoroughly frightened and defying 
capture until alarge force of grooms suc- 
ceeded in running them down, 

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The fire originated in one of the stables 
situated about 400 feet west of the main en- 
trance on Fair avenue between Kossuth and 
Margaretta avenues. The cause of it is not 
known, but it is presumed that some parties 
who were smoking in the vicinity threw 
away a smoldering match ora lighted cigar 
which landed in a heap of straw or hay and 
set it afire. 

It was first noticed by some parties who 
were standing north of the main road and 
upon the cry of Are“ a rush was made for 
the nearest box at the corner of Kossuth 
avenue and an alarm was turned in. 

By the time the first engine arrived three of 
the stables were ablaze, a owing tothe 
utter lack of ater supply 
in the vicinity of the fire it was fully ten or 
fifteen minutes before a stream could be 
brought to play onthe extreme east end of 
the stables on fire. A second stream was 
soon brought into the yards from Kossuth 
avenue, andasthe wind was blowing quite 
lively from the southeast every effort was 
made to prevent the spread of the fire. 
In the meantime, however, there was 
a scene of wild confusion and 
exiectment. There was really no danger to 
the horses which were stabl on the main 
road and they were led out and carried off 
without any accident. But in the lineof 
Stalls to the south of the main road, the boys 
lost their heads and loosed their 
horses indiscriminately, which caused 
a small stampede. They were all 
caught, however, and comfortably settied 
in other stables. "Fortunately the majority 
of these stalls and stables were not occupied 
at the time and to this may be attributed the 
fact that only the one horse was lost. 

Even he might have been saved but for his 
own stubborness, as the stableman who at- 
temipted to lead him from his stall devoted 
so much of his time tothe task that he lost 
his gold watch and chain which was hanging 
in his vest on a hook near by when 
was forced to leave the horse to his fate and 
Ax from the flames to save himself. 

The fire was checked in itsadvance east- 
ward when it reached the fifth stable from 
Fairavenue, but in the meantime it had 
8 to the extreme western boundary of

all the way up to Kossuth aS mg „taking in all 
the stalls on the way. men then 
turned their attention towards checking it 
on the north side of the main road, and after 
vigorous eff succeeded when it had 
reached a t adout on a line where it had 
started onthe south side ot the road.

Bigh Winis Tested ths Stability of the 
White City’s EPu'‘lding:s. 


CHICAGO, III., April 8.—All night the in- 
spectors of the construction department at 
the World's Fair made anxious tours among 
the great structures that borethe brunt of 
the heavy storm of last night. The main 
solicitude was in regard tothe great rvofs, 
which were called uponto bear the weight 
ofdeluge efter deluge of water driven by 


a wind almost cyclonic in its force. 
While the damage done was comparatively 
small the White City did not escape wholly 
unscathed. The Kentucky headquarters was 
the sufferer ainong the State builgings, The 
work of construction on this building has 
been delayed from lack of funds to complete 
it, and the work of placing the siding had 
only lately begun. The open side of the build- 
ing was toward the wind, and several hun- 
dred feet of siding was rippea off. 

Among the foreign builaings the Swedish 
dulldins was the unlucky one, a numberof 
boards being blown off. Among the main 
fair structures, damage was confined to 
minor leaks started inthe roof of the flsh. 
erles, the United States Government, the 
Manufacturers’ and the ‘Transportation 
buildings. In the last named structures the 
painters will be obliged to do over again con- 
siderable work. No exhibits were injured 
except a number of photographsin the New 
South Wales collection. Director-General 
Davis this afternoon said the severe test 
showed that the bugaboo of leaky roofs had 
been thoroughly conquered. 

Close to the fisheries building stands a half 
completed restaurant called ‘*The Cafe 
d' Marine. It was a very elaborate affair, 
with a series of round towers rising toa 
height of 72 feet. Surmounting it were four 
pyramidai-shaped towers, rising 100 feet 
high and surmounted by heavy eabled and 
corniced roofs. The structure was very top- 
heavy and poorly braced, none ofthe tim- 
bers apparantly running through from story 
tostory. The structure showed the effects 
of the wind more than any other on the 
grounds, being twisted and wrenched to the 
northwest fully three feet out of the plumb. 
The circling towers reminded one of tne pic- 
tures so familiar of the leaning tower of Pisa. 
The builaing cannot be drawn back to its 
proper position, but will have to be torn 
down and rebuilt. .

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April8.—The arrange- 
ments for the transportation of the old 
Liberty Bell from this city to Chicago are 
almost completed. The special train bearing 
the relic will leave here on the 25th inst. and

MUBPHY’S RECOMMENDATION, 


The Street Commissioner’s Eatimate of 
the Money Needed for H!s Department. 


Street Commissioner Murphy yesterday 
presented the Comptroller with his estimates 
for money needed inthe department during 
the coming year. The items for street clean- 
ing, labor and carts and for contract work 
were largely in excess of the amounts here- 
torore asked for, and the Commissioner ex- 
plained his action in a letter to 


the Comptroller justifying his reg 
ulsitions. He said that the amounts 
heretofore appr pa — were totally inade- 
quate for the performance of the work, The 
estimates were based upon a careful compu- 
tation of the cost of cleaning the macadam 
streets six times a year and thé granite, 
wood-block and asphaltum thoroughfares 
onceaday. He deprecated the practice of 
making street department appropria- 
tions out of the money that could be 
‘spared after all the other require- 
ments of the city were provided 
for. The practice should be revised and 
cleaning and repairs receive first considera- 
tion instead of last. Heconcluded by saying 
that the responsibility forcriticism on the 
poor condition of the streets rested not with 


failed to appropriate the amount necessary 
to do the work required. 

One item asked for was the incorporation 
in the temporary eppropetarton bill of 
$50,000 for the mmediately clean- 
ing of all the improved streets and 
alleys of the city. The Commissioner urged 
thisasa preparation for the fight the ci 
would have to make against the threatene 
invasion of cholera during the approaching 
summer. 

The only item for street improving was one 
for the improvement of Florrisant avenue 
between Marcus and Ware avenues; $6,430 
is necessary for the purpose. ‘ihe street is

PLOWED UP A SKELETON. 


It May Be th? Remains of a Murdered 
Man Fut No One Knows. 


New Tonk, April8.—Ona slight swell of 
the flat lands in the village of Babylon, I. 
I., overlooking the great south bay, about a 
quarter ofa mile distant, isa nail keg, and 
in the keg are portions ofa skeleton, includ- 
ing the skull. The skeleton was piowed up 
on Wednesday afternoon by Patrick Furey, 
who was working for Edward Dally, an un- 


dertaker and stablekeeper in the village. 
He was improving a private road, True ave- 
nue, which leaves the Vid Mill road about a 
mile and a halffrom the centre of the vil- 
la ge and runs through the True estate. The 
bones were plowed upinthe ditch alongside 
the road. They had beenabout twenty-two 
inches below the surface. Mr. Daily exam- 
ined them and put them into the Keg. 

People in Babylon with good memories re- 
called that many years ago the Secatogue 
Indians occupied the present site of Babyion, 
and that a few hundred feet from where the 
body was found, near a clumpof trees, was 
an old Indian burying ground, and that in 
the vicinity had been found from time to 
time tomahawks and arrow heads. It was 
also recalled that thirty years ago, the tide 
rushing through Fire Isiand Inlet had 
brought into the bay and washed ashore the 
body ofa man, that a coroner's inquest had 
been held and that the body had been buried 
not far from the shore. Ihe old residents in 
the village could not recall any mysterious 
disappearance or murder, The skeleton was 
in a fair state of preservation, Several 
the bones were nearly perfect. The man 
seems to have been of average size and 
height. What was thought to be a fracture 
was observed in the skull. No articles or 
implements, buttons or clothing of any sort 
were found near the body.

OwENsBORO, Ky., April 8.—At last night’s 
whisky warehouse fire the liquor raninto the 
river through channels made by the large 
crowd that assembled and nearly 100 men 
and boys got beastly drunk on the hot mix- 
ture of whisky and water.

| ; ‘FOREST FIRES. 


Ewdeping Over Parts of Kentucky and 
: Ohlo—Bulld ines Burnei. 


CI N ATI, O., April 8.—A dispatch from 
McKinney, Ky., says that a terride wind has 
beeh blowing there since early yesterday 
morning. Some buildings have been un- 
roofed and others demolished. Forest fires 
are burning furiously inthe community and 
lighted wood was droppedin the town yes- 


terday, having been carried by the gale 
more than three-quarters of a mile. 

The houses Bob Moore, John Vinson, 
Alph Roland, Sam T. Moore and Will Roland, 
all farmers, were burned with nearly every- 
thing they contained. Men women and chil- 
dren were figuting the flames all day and 
this morning. Two woman named Roland 
are reported missing and fears are enter- 
tained that they have been burned to death. 
liundreds of dollars’ worth of fencing was 
burned yesterday in sight of town and the 
destruction goes on this morning. 

Reports from Liberty, the county seat of 
Casey, state that it was thought impossible 
to save the town. At 8 late hour last night 
flames were approaching with threatenin 
rapidity and great excitement prevalied. 
From Grayson, Ky., the report comes that 
forest fires are raging on all sides of that 
town, and are doing great damage. 

J. B. Hale’s tobacco barn and three horses 
were burned last night. Everybody who can 
leave town is out fighting the ure. From 
Logan, O. comes a report this morning 
that forest res are raging near Enterprise 
and Haydenville, burning acres of timber. 

The citizens of Aubus, a little village near 
Trimble, O., are greatly alarmed over the 
fire thatisraging in the woods all around 
that place. Fences are being consumed and 
several houses are in imminent danger of 
Delng licked up by the flames, 

Atelegram from West Union, O., states 
that forest fires are raging with terribie 
effect in Jefferson and Green Townships. A 
fire broke out Friday morning and before 2 
o’clock it had swept over an area of two 
square miles, leaving nothing 
destruction in its wake. 
terrified inhabitants are doing 
everything in their power to change its 
course. George Washburn, in attempting 
to cross a mountain, was overtaken and hor- 
ribly burned. Unless rain falls the entire 
township willbe burned over. The inhab- 
itants are panic-stricken. 


THE CREW SUSPICIOUS. 


Queer Condition of the Yacht Siren and 
Her Hard Voyage. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 8.—The yacht Siren 
yesterday sailed for Bermuda, having been 
put in a sea going condition, The voyage of 
this yacht from London is of great interest. 
The vesselis fifty feet long and of twelve 
tons capacity. 

Last October she left Englandin charge of 
Capt. Purdy, withacrew of three seamen, 
for Bermuda. 

The steam apparatus had been taken off, 


and the hole left by the removal of the pro- 
peller made the vessel hardto steer. The 
craft was fitted with only two sails and the 
chronometer put on board was so badly out 
of time that it was impossible for the Captain 
to get his longitude. The yacht was started 
for Bermuda, where, it was said, the owner 
had a plantation. The contract was for 
three months, butafterthe crew had been 
outabout seventy-five days the provisions 
gave out, andthe men made up tBeir minds 
that the last cask of water had been 
poisoned. 

The captain lost his sextant and lost all 
means of locating himself on the seas. For- 
tunately he reached the South olina 
coast. The yacht was towed into Savannah, 
reaching here after a voyage of 188 days. 

The vesselhad been insured by its owner 
for $21,000. Puttingthis together with the 
fact that the water had been so bad, all 
hands came to the conclusion that there had 
been a plot to have the vessel lost. 

According to the boatswain’s story the 
crew came to the conclusion that such a plot 
had been formed when they first began to get 
sick from the effects of the water. which 
turned blue when poured out of the cask into 
the air. The boat has been refitted, the 
chronometer corrected and she isnuwina 
better condition to meet the gales. 


RIVALLING TESLA. 


Remarkable Experiments Before New 
York Electro- Therapeutical Society. 

New Yor«k, April 8.—Some most remarkab?r 
experiments were made last night at the 
meeting of the Electro-Therapeutical Society 
at No. 1 East Twenty-thira street. An Edl- 
son incandescent sixteen-candle lamp, re- 
quiring 117 volts to light, was held in the 
operator's left hand. With hig right he 
touched an electric wire and took enough 


current through hig do to light 
the lamp. Then helitasmaller incandes- 
cent lamp by holding it to his mouth 
While his body acted as a circuit. Another 
successful and remarkabie experiment was 
to charge gas fixturesanda showcase with 
the current, so that the lamps when held 
withina few inches of the metal without 
touching it would glow brightly. Dr. George 
J. Engleman of St. Louis exhibited a new 
faradic medical “ invented by im- 
self and made for him by Dr, Henry K. Waite 
and his son. The battery, which was 
no larger than any of the com- 
mon medical batteries, was the one 
which generated the electricty that 
lit the lamps, Its novelty consisted in a new 
rinciple ofadapting various coils contain- 
ne different sizes and lengths of wire to 
produce varying strengths of current. By 
means of a mechanical device the current 
can be so controlled that a human being can 
take without the slightest inconvenience a 


current of such great strengjh that it would 


under ordinary circumstances cause great 
pain atleast. Other interesting experiments 
were shown.

| OVER 300 MILES OF HIGHWAYS TO BE 


IMPROVED UNDER THE STONE BILL, 


Tax - Pavers Informed of How the Now 
Law Will Operate—Assurances Which 
Are Given That No Property Owners 
Will Be Compelled to Endure Exorbi- 
tant Taxation. | 3 


The Stone street improvement bill has been 
passed and signed by the Governor. Within 
ninety days afterits signingit becomes a 
law. The bill was not entirely welcome to 
the majority of St.Louisans, and some pretty 
hard things were said about it, but now that 
it has become a law itis well to understand 
just what the bill means, what is its force 
and what results its passage may bring 
about. Thetextofthe measure gives very 
littie clue to its effects. In form it is simply 
a repeal of the 25 per. cent law heretofore in 
force. The fulltext of the law is as follows; 


THE STONE LAW. 

An act relating to the construction of streets, al- 
leys and public highways in cities in this State hav- 
ing 300,000 inhabitants or over. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly af the State 
of Missouri, as follows: 

Sec. 1. In all cities of this State which now have 
or may hereafter have a population of 300,000 in- 
habitants or over, the whole cost of the paving, 
grading, construction or reconstruction, curbing, 
gettering, crosswalks, sidewalks and the materials 
forthe roadways of all streets, alleys and public 
highways hereafter constructed, reconstructed 
er improved in gaid cities, and the repairs of all l- 
leys end sidewalks, shall b#charged upon the prop- 
erty adjoining such improvement as a special tax 
and levied, collected and paid in the manner, and 
at the time new provided by law or charter of sald 
cities for the levy, collection and payment of special 
tax bills for street improvements in said cities. The 
cost of repairs and cleaning of all streetsand high- 
ways except boylevards establisbed by law, and the 
cleaning of all alleys and crosswalks shall be paid 
out of the general revenue ef said cities. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts, and any provision 
of the laws or ordinances of said cities conflicting or 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, are 
hereby repesied. 

EFFECT OF THE LAW. 

The effect of the law ts simply this: Here- 
tofore tax-payers could be assessed for im- 
provement only upto25 per cent ot the as- 
sessed valuation of their property. For in- 
stance, ifa man’s property was worth $100 
a front foot the Board of Public Improve- 
ments could charge improvements against it 
up to $25 per foot, but no higher. The Stone 
law simply removes this limit. At frst 
glance this looks dangerous, and was in fact 
what caused the hue and cry against the Dill 
when it was up for passage at Jefferson City. 
There are possibilities for harm in sucha 
measure, no doubt, but there is 
very little probability of their being in- 
flicted. In the hands of a conservative 
Board of Public Improvements there 18 little 
danger thatany poor man’s home will be 
taken from him to pay for unnecessary im- 
provements. Thesame situation has arisen 
many times in the past and when it requires 
only one vote to. invalidate there is always 
one member, who by pre-arrangement, or 
on his own accord, will vote against a 
measure that will work anyone hardship, 

The only thing for the tax-payer now is to 
understand how the operation of the new 
law willaffecthim. For the enlightenment 
ofthe public a call was made yesterday on 
Street Commissioner Murphy, who was one 
of the active supporters of the newlaw. He 
was asked to state for the public benefit 
what effect the law would entall regarding 
procedure in the Board relative to improve- 
ments and whet new work the Board con- 
templated in view ofthe passage of the new 
law. He gladly. complied and dictated the 
following interview. 

RECONSTRUCTION PROJECTED. 

**Senate bili No. 9 makes no change in the 
method of petitioning the Board of Public 
improvements for new work or reconstruc. 
tion. Under the present law the board can 
take up any matter relating to the construc- 
tion of any mew street or one that was 
formerly improved, onitsown motion, and 
order a public hearing. The only change the 
new law makes in the present charter pro- 
visions is in regard to the cost of grading 
and cross walks which is no paid by the 
city, but after the new law goes into effect it 
will be a charge on abutting property. The 
right of remonstrance remains in the new 
law, and the legal effectofthe majority re- 
monstrance is the same as at present. It 
now requires a unanimous vote of the board 
to adopt an ordinance and a two-thirds vote 
of each branch of Municipal Assembly to pass 
one it a majority protest is filed with the 
board on the day ofthe public hearing. The 
new law makes no change in this. The 
entire cost of new work or reconstruction on 
the streets and alleys is now charged to 
abutting property except the cost of grad- 
ing and crosswalks. Many —1 owners 
are under the impression that they only pay 
25 per cent of the cost of the improvement 
instead of the entire expense. The pro- 
vision of the charter, sec. 18, as it is now 
enforced and has been since 1876, is as 
follows and explains this fully. It says: 

The cost of paving, curbing, guttering, sidewalks 
and the materials for the roadways, the repairs of 
allalleysand sidewalks shall be charged upon the 
adjoining property asa special tax. 

‘*There are 450 miles of unimproved streets 
and 150 miles of alleys in the city and the ad- 
joining property on nearly 300 miles of these 
streets is amply able to bear the cost of im- 

rovements, and these are the streets that 

he Board of Public Improvements will com- 
mence the work of construction on after 
June 23, whea the new law goes into effect, 
It will take fully fifteen years of hard and 
close work on the part of the Street Depart- 
ment and the Board of Public Improvements 
to construct and reconstruct the streets run- 
nihg along property amply able to pay the 
cost ot improvement, and it is nonsense to 
say that any poor man's home or house will 
be confiscated in the course of the future 
work of the board.“

THE MORAL OF “ARISTOCRACY.” 


Bronson Howard’s Explanation of the 
Plot of His Play. 


**Wealth in the United States does not, as 
in England, give its possessor immediate 
entree to fashionable society. In England 
great wealth can practically buy rank, or by 
obliging those who command society can in- 


duce them to force the upstart into it.’’— 
James Brice, Professor of Civil Law at Ox- 
ord and member of the British Cabinet. 
Bronson Howard has taken this quotation 
for the ground work of the effort upon which 
he has based his comedy, ‘‘Aristocracy,’’ 
which comes to the Olympic Theater to-mor- 
row night. Mr. Howard appears, from all 
reports,to have been desirous of rebuking 
this idea that wealth can buy everything. 
He, in fact, deprecatesan alleged American 
subservience in certain circles to foreign 
standards of manners and to foreign ideas of 
social and political life. George Washington, 
in his will, left these words: ‘‘It has always 
been a source of serious regret to me to see 
the youth of the United States sent to forei 
countries, and this solicitude expressed by 
— Father of his Country is said tö have in- 
ired Mr. Howard in making his new comedy 
a stinctly patriotic. He points out that the 
worship of wealth is pernicious, and that 
n imitation of foreign ways is as 
gible as it is absurd. He attacks the

The aristocracy of Europe is literally ef- 
fete. Ithas outlived its powers for and 
is in a decaying state. ith few exceptions 
it is composed of effete and worn-out repro- 
dates, lost to all sense of justice and moral- 
ity except a mere formality which they call 
the code of honor, and we don’t want to 
get the edge of our civilization in contact 
with their rottenness 

The situation of affairs to-day is that no 
American young man can ‘be lished’ 
abroad without having his respect for 
womankind lessened. The foreigner may 
deny this, but that is simply because he does 
not know what an American’s respect for 
woman is. The foreign nobleman has inher- 
ited for centuries the idea that woman is his 
legitimate prey, to be pursued for her beauty 
or money value and cast aside when they are 
no longer prized. They cannot understand 
our respect for pure maidenhood or wifehood 
and call us barbarians when we maintain by 
physical force the honor of our women. But 
American manhood shall be far lower than 
now when it lays aside the revolver for the 
law courts and money damages in certain 
crimes. 

As for matrimonial alliances with the 
nobility, you will notice that it is such men 
as the bankrupt and dissipated Duke of 
Marlborough who come to America for a 
wife, not men like the Marquis of Salisbury, 
which fact is in itself a sufficient comment 
—— the fashion of bartering fortunes for 

tles. 

It is claimed by Mr. Howard’s critics¢g that 
in his anxiety to make bis point he fre- 
quently exaggerates, beyond the license 
allowed in stage work. It is said that he 
makes all his typical aristocrats also rascals 
and idiots, and that, if he had been able to 
find one decent person in the aristocracy of 
the Old World, to say nothing of the New, it 
would have been, perhaps, fairer. Even in 
the New World, Mr. Howard’s aristocracy 
seems, itis averred, tobe given the sense- 
less pride of ancestry andinane {mimicry of 
English accent and manners. the Old 
World he gives us in this new play of his an 
utterly hopeless and bad Prince, a rascal of 
the first water, and a roue of the first type; 
the friend, a French Duke, whose one idea in 
life is to betray the wife of the aforesaid bad 
Prince, and a Marquis overrun with gam- 
bling debts and on the lookout for some old

THE WOMAN-IN THE CASE. 

As to the woman in the case, Miss Gertrude 
Potter, in spite of everything her parents 
could do she contracted three matrimonial 
alliances between the first of January, 1890, 
and the 19th af September, 1891, two of them 
however, withthe same man. She married 
her presest husband twice. Death or divorce 
did not enter into the case at all, although 
the services of the courts were called int 
requisition. 

It was On the first day of the year 1890 that 
Miss Potter and Jullas Clark Daniels were 
married under assumed names in this city by 
the Rev. R. A. John, pastor of st. Paul's 
Chureh. The name given by the groom was 

Clarke and that ofthe bride as Ger- 
trude White. Her full name was Gertrude 
Whiting Potter. Miss Potter’s newsboy lover 
at this time wasin striped clothes at Joliet, 
and she had not seen for nearly four 
years. There was no objection to the mar- 
riage with young Daniels, whose father was 
the general passenger agent of the New York 
Central Railroad, but the element of romance 
was too strong in Miss Potter’s composition 
to harbor the idea of marriage in the com- 
monplace way. 

Immediately after the marriage the young 
people separated, and did not meet again 
except in the presence of others. Ina short 
time, however, the romance of the affair 
having worn away, Miss Potter, who was 
still fond of doing odd things, concluded to 
ask an attorney if the ceremony to which she 
was a party was strictly legal. She had in 
the meantime meta young man named F. 
Lee Rust, whose father was a wealt! lum.- 
berman at Eau Claire, Wis., and this may 
have had something to do with her desire to 
find out her legal status. Much to her delight 
the attorney consulted by her gave the pleas- 
ing advice that the marriage with young 
Daniels was invalid, the parties not having 
given their proper names, and the young 
— felt herself free to go forth and conquer 
again. 

So Miss Potteragreed tomarry young Rust, 
and it came to pass thatthe twain went be- 
fore the Rev. J. M. Ward, at Lake Geneva, 
on June 6, 1891, and ina few moments Miss 
Petter was again a wife. Asin the other 
case, the parties did not live together, ana 
nothing was known of the marriage until 
about six weeks later, when the fact became 
known through its publication in a country 


pa . 

When the Potter family went to Europe, 
some time after young onnivant was sen- 
tenced tothe Penitentiary, Mr. Daniels ac- 
compenied them, and was regarded as Miss 
Potter's aManced husband. e insisted that 
he loved the young lady and wanted her for 
his wife, atthe same time saying that he 
thought his marriage legal, while that of 
young Rust could not be. as he was a minor. 
What horrified Mr. Potter was the thought 
that mis haa committed 
bigamy, pos it was deter - 
mined to resort at oncetothe courts. Young 
Rust’s father was notified of the stateof 
affairs and lost no time in filing a bill in the 
Oircuit Court here asking that the marriage 
be set aside. Mr. Rust set forth the facts that 
his son was a minor at the time the ceremony 
wus performed;that he had not gained the 
consent of his parents, as is necessary in the 
State of Wisconsin, and that the marriage 
had never been consummated. 

On the other hand, an answer was filed by 
Miss Potter admitting that there had never 
been a valid or legal marriage existing be- 
tween herself and young Rust, and upon all 
the representations made Judge Horton 18 
sued a decree annulling the marriage. 

HER FINAL MARRIAGE. 

The decree was issued on Sept. 16, 1891, and 
on the 19th ofthe same month there was a 
pretty little wedding at the Virginia Hotel, 
where Mr. and Mrs. Potter wero at that time 
making their home. There was no secrecy 
this time and no assumed names the parents 
of both contracting — were present and 
everything went off happily. The principals 
tothe affair were Miss Gertrade Whitin 
Potter and Mr. Julius Clarke Daniels. an 
the Rev. Wolsey M. Stryker, pastor of the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church, soon made 
them man and wife for all time and for bet- 
ter or worse, untl death should them part. 

Mrs. Daniels will be one of the chief wit- 
nesses in the case now fo be tried.

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AN OFFSHOOT or THE PARTERNALIS 
IDEA IS THE SHERMAN LAW. 


It Springe From the Feilure to Compre- 
hend the Nature and Furpose of Money 
—Some ef the Reguits of Government 
Interference—A Nation’s 
Functions—Wall Street Dealings. 


‘New Tonx, April 8.—Society seems to pro- 
gress not steadily, but by jerks. An era of 
quick advancement follows and is succeeded 
by a period of stagnation or retrogression. 
Again, while in some lines the evolution of 
the race is going forward under a full head 
of steam, other branches of thought and 
action are neglected. Perhaps we may go on 
a step further and say that excessive energy 
applied along some lines in itself hinders 
progress in other lines, orthat there are oc- 
casional returns to ignorance and barbarism 
which are the results of over- rapid progress 
in civilization. It is only in such ways as this 
that we can explain modern tendencies away 
from enlightened ideas of government and 
toward paternalism and kindredevils. The 
prevailing idea of the paternalist is the de- 
sire to lean on something stronger and richer 
for support. If things are not right, the Gov- 
ernment must make them right, and if the 
Government fails to make everybody rich 
and happy, then the people will electa new 
government which will perform its obvious 
duty to its constituents. 

The paternalist idea is applied to the eur - 
rency is that the Government must make 
money forthe people. If each person has 
not enough money the Government must 
make more, It must keep on making more 
until everybody shall have enough, This 
idea, in more or less direct form, appears in 
much of our currency legisiatin since the 
war. The perfect flower of this idea is the 
absurd Sherman law of 1890. The root of the 
fallacy lies in the failure to realize what 
money is. Money isa medium of exchange. 
It is some commodity or commodities set 
apart by common consent to be used as a 
measure for the exchange of other commodl- 
ties. Obviously, then, there must first be the 
other commodities and the desire to ex- 
change them. The money comes in to facill- 
tate the exchange. This view is the essence 
of all thought about the currency question. 
The exchange of commodities is the first 
thing. The money is brought in simply to 
facilitate this exchange. Moreover, all real 
money is itself a commodity of an actual 
value equa! to the value it represents. Or it 
may be a paper representative of that com- 
modity. The power of the Government may 
be invoked to regulate the measurement, to 
act asa sort of arbitrator between the two 
persons desiring to exchan ge commodities to 
determine how much gold or silver or copper 
or nickel shall go into one coin, how much 
into another, to put its stamp on the pieces 
of metal and give names to them, That is 
as far as the Government has a right to go. 

The great thinkers on political economy 
are agreed on this; that is, so far as they 
have ever considered the subject at all. For 
it is something new, the development of 
paternalism in currency as in other things. 
It is an outgrowth of civilization, just as An- 
archist destruction of property in the name 
of organized labor. Like them it is a poison- 
ous fungus of tne flower. Nearly all men of 
the present time who have ‘given trained 
thought to the subject are agreed on the 
limit of the government power to interfere in 
money matters. More important still the 
constitution of the United States in distinct 
terms presents these limits of the power of 
the government. It declares that Con- 
gress shall have the power to ‘‘coin 
money, regulate the value thereof and of 
foreign coins.’’ This is the limit ofthe power 
which the constitution gives The framers 
of that wonderful document seem now 
almost to have been inspired, so grand, 
simple and obedient to scientific law are the 
few precepts which they established for the 
government ot the country of whose great- 
ness they did not dream. They were not 
confused by ideas that the Government must 
create money and give it to its people,’ nor 
that the Government must act as the tool of 
the producers of any particular commodity 
or any class or cummunity anxious to escape 
its just debts. They recognized that money 
is a medium of exchange. that its sole leziti- 
mate purpose is to facilitate the exchange of 
commodities. The few simple words of the 
Constitution quoted above state al! the func- 
tions of money and the functions of the Gov- 
ernment in relation to money. 

Measured by this standard, how prepos- 
terous seems our currency system of to-day, 
a mass of heterogeneous elements, in a large 
measure the result of government interfer- 
ence in matters which should be purely 

rivate as between debtorand creditor, the 

ruit of many perverted and ignorant minds, 
and of the scheming of interested factions. 
The trouble began with the issue of green- 
backs for war purposes. This was. entirely 
proper in view Of the extraordinary circum- 
stances, and it was justified by the Constitu- 
tion, which empowers Congress, to borrow 
money on t credit of the United States.’’ 
These greenbacks were simply notes rep- 
resenting borrowed money. They were not 
money at all. But when the 22 saw how 
they passed as money, howthey apparently 
answered all the functions of money, and 
how they could be issued indefinitely, limited 
only by the power of the presses, the mis- 
chief was done. The poison had en- 
tered their minds and with dangerous sweet - 
ness was turning them from the stern 
recepts on which they bad been reared, 
aving seen how easily, apparently, the 
government could make money, and also 
feeling that they would like more money 
themselves, they called on their representa- 
tives in Congress to make more. When they 
received thatthe more money was issued 
he easter it was to pay their debts previously 
contracted, they were still more anxious for 
it. This represented another step in the 
progress of moralincline. Then came the 
producers of sliver and the larger class more 
or less directly affected by the prosperity ot 
the produced. They demanded that the in- 
creased money should be silver. And so the 
monstrosity grew until now we find the Gov- 
ernment up to its ears in its banking busi- 
ness and nearly swamped, not only coining 
money for the benefit of holders who may 
bring it far that purpose as the Constitution 
intended, but purchasing silver to the extent 
of over the entire national product, issuing 
notes onthe same and redeeming these in 
gold worth more than the silver bullion on 
which the notes were issued. | 

The financial functions of a government be- 
gin and end with the collection of money to 
pay its running expenses and disbursement 
of money for these expenses. Thecoinage of 
money for the owners of bulHon is nota 
financial operation, but a mechanical one. 
In view of the fact that paper hag been found 
more convenient than coin, the meaning of 
the constitution has been so stretched as to 
permit the government to issue notes against 

old and silver deposited, instead of coining

Iro recoup them- 
selves fora premium advanced on this gold 
the European Dankers undertaking the loan 
have only to figure outa margin of profit on 
their own sale of the bonds to investors. 
A wide margin between the price paid for 
bonds in Vienna and their selling price in 
London or Berlin would assurea profit over 
the cost ofthe gold. Assuming this to have 
been the case, it is easy to see that an anticl- 
pated decline inexchange rates, far from 
checking the execution of gold purchase con- 
tracts, would in fact fasten them. It still 
remains to be proved, moreover, whether 
the increase in cotton bills on the exchange 
market is anything but a transitory fact.

LEADVILLE, April 8—The development 
work being carried on by a big syndicate on 
the extensive property ot the Lillian Mining 
Co. is now under way.
